NOBLE FRANK W. MORRILL, 
ALEPPO TREASURER, PASSES ON 


NCE again the Black Camel has 
knocked at the doors of the Temple 
and taken from our midst a Noble who 
has been a pillar of strength and a power 
for good in Shrinedom and Aleppo Temple. 
Frank Willis Morrill, who for the past 
twelve years has served as Treasurer of 
Aleppo Temple, passed into the unseen 
Temple Saturday, May 17, after a short 
illness. Noble Morrill was elected Treas- 
urer, August 17, 1935, succeeding the late 
Joseph W. Work who had filled the office 
since 1895. 

Born in Medfield, Massachusetts, Au- 
gust 20, 1871, Noble Morrill moved to 
Clinton and as a young man opened a 
stationery and periodical store, which 
became known throughout Worcester 
County as the largest and best equipped 
store of its kind in New England. After a 
successful business career, Noble Morrill 
retired and entered the U. 8. Army, serv- 
ing as an officer in France during World 
War I. 

Joining Aleppo Temple June 1, 1923, he 
immediately became active in the Arab 
Patrol. His executive ability and love for 
fraternal organizations were soon dis- 
covered, and he was appointed Executive 
Officer of the Patrol, serving in that ca- 
pacity until his death. 

Noble Morrill has probably given more 
to Aleppo Temple in time and service 
than any other Shriner. He served as 
Personal Representative and Ceremonial 
Director for Potentates Appleton, Haskell, 
Bolton, McKenzie, North, Pollard, Ca- 
hill, Curry, Wilson, Lombard, Sondheim, 
Palmer and Duncan, giving freely of his 
time and energy without thought of re- 
turn, and always having in mind the best 
interests of Aleppo Temple. 

Noble Morrill was an active member of 
Trinity Lodge, A. F. & A. M. of Clinton, 
St. Paul’s Royal Arch Chapter of Boston, 
the Scottish Rite Bodies and Massachu- 
setts Consistory, 32nd Degree of Boston, 
Boston Commandery, Knights Templars 
of Boston, and was a charter member of 
Boston Court, Royal Order of Jesters, 
serving as Impresario (Secretary) of the 
order from the time of its inception until 
January, 1947, when he resigned the office. 

He was Chairman of the Temple’s Wel- 
fare Committee for 20 years and a member 
of the Board of Governors’ of the Spring- 
field Unit of the Shriners’ Hospitals for 
Crippled Children. By virtue of his office 
as Treasurer of Aleppo Temple, he was an 


ex-officio member and Trustee of the 
Temple’s Permanent Fund since 1935, and 
served as Secretary-Treasurer of the Fund 
for the past five years. 

His services to the Temple are best ex- 
pressed in a tribute to him by the late 
Past Potentate Fred E. Bolton, who, on 
retiring as Potentate in 1934, said: “No 
man who has to work for a living, can take 
care of every detail alone. If he is fortu- 
nate he has one dependable friend who will 
help him. A Noble has given every work- 
ing day of the past year to duties at the 
Shrine office, and when I say given, I 
mean just that, to represent me at head- 
quarters during my term of office. He has 
been the sentinel who has watched every- 
thing, contacted with Nobles, sympa- 
thized with the unfortunate, and served 
me with a devotion that I little deserved, 
and quite beyond my ability to under- 
stand, except to know that he loves the 
Shrine. His modesty would forbid me to 
mention his name, but I must make this 
open acknowledgment to Noble Frank W. 
Morrill.” 

As Treasurer of the Temple for the past 
twelve years, Noble Morrill has watched 
over the Temple’s finances and protected 
its funds in a most creditable manner. He 
Was serious In his discussion of all matters 
pertaining to the Temple’s welfare and 
best interest, and although not a great 
leader of men, the great leaders of men 
continually sought his advice and counsel 
and found his decisions always sound. 

His passing is a great loss to Aleppo 
Temple, in particular, and Shrinedom in 
general, and the hearts of all with whom 
he has been so long and intimately asso- 
ciated in an official capacity, are sorrowful 
and very heavy. “Well done good and 
faithful servant.”
